Remark

1. The terminal disclaimer filed on April 29, 2008 disclaiming the terminal portion of any patent 
granted on this application which would extend beyond the expiration date of 7,218,448, 7,106,510, 
5,748,371, 6,525,302, 6,873,733, 6,91 1,638, 6,904,649, and 7,1 15,849 have been reviewed and is 
accepted. The terminal disclaimer has been recorded. 

Reasons for Allowance 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: of the prior art references 
considered, none has disclose an imaging system and a method for imaging wherein the system and 
method are characterized by an ambiguity function and a point spread function wherein the ambiguity 
function is a function of normalized spatial frequency parameter and a vertical variable relate to the 
misfocus parameter, the point spread function is at least a function of the misfocus parameter. The 
imaging system further comprises an optical mask configured to modify phase and the method comprises 
the step of modifying the phrase of the imaging light such that the main lobe of the ambiguity function is 
broader with respect to the misfocus parameter and the point spread function has a different functional 
form than the main lobe of the ambiguity function and the point spread function without such optical 
mask and phase modulation.
